We have 54 churches in China, 15 in Africa, 9 in Japan, 33 in Italy, 45 in 
Mexico, 97 in Brazil, 6 in Argentina; a total of 259 churches; 559 mission 
stations, 162 houses of worship, 14 self-sustaining churches, with an 


aggregate membership of 16,596. We also have 325 Sunday Schools, with 
a total patronage of 10,430. 

We have, in respect to all this territory, 128 day schools, 9 boys’ bowrd- 
ing schools, 13 girls’ boarding schools, 2 colleges, 4 woman’s training 
schools, 8 theological seminaries, or a total of 42 school, with a total 
matriculation of 3,864, 

In addition to all this we have 3 hospital buildings and 11 dispensaries, 
in which 13 medical missionaries labor, and who treated, during the last 
conventional year, within these institutions, 655 patients and outside these 
Gispensaries 42,400, or a total of 42,659 patients. 

Since our last annual repart 21 new missionaries have been placed on 
the field, one of whom, Rey. J._E. Willis, is from our own beloved State, 
anc our present working force numbers “31 missionaries and 375 native 
helpers, who also labor, of course, at our expense, 

Our Board has wisely sought to meet conditions on the foreign field, 
The day schools to reach the masses in their ignorance, the hospitals and 
‘ispensaries to relieve their suffering and open their hearts more effectually 





to the preaching of the Gospel, training school for those who desire to do 
mission work among their own people, printing plants to put the truth 
in the native language and give it a wider circulation and a more intelli- 
gent reading, while all. these laborers continuously preach the Gospel to 
the lost. God has wonderfully approved :this plan by His marvelous 
blessings upon the work, 

By an agreement between our Foreign Mission Board and the Northern 
Baptist Mission Board, we are to occupy more territory in Japan, and 
this adds to our Japan mission field many millions of people. 


FINANCES. 


kvery State in our Convention, with the exception of three, made an 
advance in contribution over last year, and Mississippi was, as usual, in 
the advance guard. ‘The total gift of Southern Baptists during this past 
Conventional year was $460,797. 

Some comparisons will not be unkind to others and may encourage us 
to yet greater efforts. ? 

The average gift of a Southern Baptist to Foreign Missions last year 
Was 20 cents; the average gift of a Mississippi Baptist for the same 
period was 22 cents; the average gift of a Coldwater Association Baptist 
‘or the same time was 31 cents; hence we see that Mississippi led the 
great convention, and the Coldwater Association led Mississippi.

REPORT on SUNDAY SCHOOLS.

healthful discussion, 

We are face to face with a condition in our Sunday School and are 
moving in an age that causes our pastors grave concern, We must frankly 
admit that we are not achieving the results most desired, Especially 
within our own Association it seems that we are not “abreast with the 
times” in our work and among our workers, We have reported no in- 
structive teachers’ classes, no helpful normals, no co-working institutes, 
no inspiring conventions, and réported organized classes are limited. 

\s already published to the world as our history at our last State 
Convention, in 39 churches of 3,098 membership, only 1,121 were enrolled 
in the Sunday School, Again in niinutes of 1908, with 42 churches of 
5,104 enrolled, 26 churches with 2,400 members report 1,446 in the Sunday 
Schools, thus leaving 16 churches with 740 members reporting no schools, 
In letters now before us of 41 churches with 3,413 members we have 
10 churches with 693 members reporting no schools; 31 churches with 
2,396 members reporting 1,323 enrolled in the schools. A total of 1,766 
members who do not appear to attend the Bible-teaching services of the 
churches, 

It will be observed that in these statistids we make no note of the 
meritorious number of both children andyadults in our midst who affiliate 
with no creed, 

It is true these figures give some encouragement, for which let us be 
thankful, but do they not emphasize that our progress is by no means 
within keeping with our history as a people noted for sound Bible prin- 


ciples, intelligence, refinement and culture, with an open Bible, freedom 


of speech and liberty of conscience. Are we so fixed in the apparent ad- 
mission as of the w “ys of other days, “that the Sunday School is only for 
children,” that we will not’ lift our observation and consider the onward 
march of the Sunday School with her possibilities ? 

Brethren, do we believe’ in and approve, or do we reject, the modern 
definition of the Sunday School, to-wit: “The Chureh in her Bible-teach- 
ing department?” Do we approve and labor to have every church member 
in the Bible-teaching service of the Church? 

In making this report, your committee begs you to rejoice with justifi- 
able pride while pointing to our Standing as a people, denomination of 
education, culture and leadership; our great organized work of missionary 
boards, our schools and seminaries, our consecrated ministry, Godly women 
and sterling laymen, for all of which let God be praised and let us strive 
to more faithfully serve the Lord Jesus. But, brethren, as sweet as this is, 
the comparison brings more forcefully the pressing inquiry, what do our 
Sunday School records say of us? What shall the answer be, hindered or 
helped? Attended or neglected ? ae 

U, brethren, let us awake, arouse and arise and go hence. If we do 
believe in the progressive age and the power of culture let us speedily avail. 
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If we admit the potency of method let us dilige 
best graded teachers, organize Classes o 
With house to house Visitation service.
